New Jersey Slayer of Paymastcr 
Led to Exccution Sy Pricst 
AVho Officiated at Marriage.

TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 6.—Sal- 
vatore Merra was put to death in 
the electric chair at the State 
prison last night for the killing of 
Theodore M. Conway, a public 
service paymaster, in an unsuc- 
cessful holdup in Newark June 4, 
1926. Three days ago, a few feet 
from the death chamber, Merra 
married Jennie Tripodi of New- 
ark, with whom he lived at the 
time of the holdup. The ceremony 
was performed to legitimatize their 
2l%-year-old son. 

Merra’s execution ended one of 


a condemned man in New Jersey. 
His counsel. State Senator Alex- 
ander Simpsé6n, carried the case 
through the State courts and_ to 
the Federal courts contending that 
a semicolon had been omitted in 
the trial jury’s verdict. Merra was 
tried in conjunction with his al- 
leged accomplice, Salvatore Ran- 
nelli.

Pair, Who Broke World’s 
Record for Sustained Fly- 
ing, Are Confident They 
Will Succeed. 


SAY OCEAN CAN BE 
SPANNED IN 60 HOURS 


Edzard and Risticz Point 
Out They Could Have 
Carried More Fuel and 
Gone Over 52 Hours.

DESSAU, Germany, Aug. 6.— 
Cornelius Edzard and Johann Ris- 
tiez, who broke the world’s record 
for a sustained flight yesterday, in- 
dicated today that they planned to 
start on their flight from Germany 
to New York Monday. They plan 
to use two planes. 

By flying 52 hours, 23 minutés 
and 8 seconds yesterday in their 
Junkers W-33 plane, the German 
pilots broke the former record of 
51 hours, 11 minutes and 25 s2c- 
onds held by Clarence D. Chatn- 
berlin and Bert Acosta. 

Confident of Success. 

The long flight left no doubt in 
the minds of pilots and officials of 
the Junkers Airplane Works that 
the proposed ‘flight to America 
would succeed. 

“I’m sure we'll make it,” re- 
marked Edzard before retiring for 
a-long sleep after the long flig).t. 
“We had fuel for only 52 hours’ 
flight this time, but we might have 
taken 660 pounds more, whicn 
would have enabled ug to fly mure 
than 60 hours. Even with - con- 
stantly unfavorable winds, the 
ocean can be crossed in that time.” 

Risticz said: “My faith is as 
firm as thé Rock of Gibraltar thet 
the machine will land me safely in 
America. I @haven’t the 
doubt over the outcome 
flight.” 

Inventor of Plane Thrilled. 

Although the official record of 
the sustained flight has not yet 
been proclaimed by the German air 
council, no doubt is felt here that

BASIS OF PLEA 


Justice Refuses Request to 
Assign Some Other Than 
Trial Judge Thayer to 
Hear Motion. 


By the Associated Press. 
BOSTON, Aug. 6.—Counsel for 


Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo Van- 
zetti today filed in the Norfolk 
County Superior Court at Dedham 
a motion for a new trial for the 
two men and petitioned Gof. Alvan 
T. Fuller for a stay of execution. 

Gov. Fuller will take no action 
on the petition until Monday, his 
seretary, Herman A. MacDonald, 
announced. 

The petition to the Governor set 


forth that the defense also had filed 
a petition for a writ of habeas 
corpus in the Suffolk County Su- 
perior Court. 

New Evidence Alleged. 

The petition for a new trial al- 
leges prejudice on the part of 
Judge Webster Thayer, who pre- 
sided at the trial and who refused 
previous motions for a new trial. 
It also asserts that new evidence 
has been found to the effect that 
holes in Sacco’s cap which Judge 
Thayer had said were important to 
the case were made by Chief of 
Police Gallivan of Braintree. A 
third ground is the allegation that 
William H. Proctor, a State fire- 
arms expert, had changed his tes- 
timony. 

Michael A. Musmanno, an attor- 
ney associated with the Sacco-Van- 
zetti Defense Committee, who filed 
the petition at Dedham, took with 
him the affidavits of nine witnesses 
who appeared before Gov. Fuller in 
his personal investigation of the 
case which resulted in his decision 
last Wednesday to refuse clemency 
to the two men. These witnesses 
are Robert Benchley of Life, N. Y.; 
Frank P. Sibley, a reporter for the 
Boston Globe; John Nicholas Bef- 
fel, New York; Elizabeth R. Bern- 
kopf, a former reporter; Lois B. 
Rantoul, Elias Field, Herbert B. 
Ehrmann, George U. Crocker and 
Jeremiah F. Gallivan, former po- 
lice chief of Braintree, where the 
murders of which the two men 
were convicted occurred. 

Judge Refuses Plea. 

Arthur D. Hill, chief counsel Zor 
the defense, conferred with Juz‘ice 
Edw-rd T. Broadhurst of the Su- 
perior Court and upon leaving said 
that the justice had refused to act 
on his request that a stay of ex- 
cc1tion be granted by that court 
and that some justice other than 
Judge Thayer be assigned to hear 
the motion for a new trial. 

Mrs. Rose Sacco visited her 
husband in the death hofise at the 
State Prison today. She had 
walked across the bridge from East 
Cambridge and appeared tired and 
worn. 

Herbert B. Ehrmann, who with- 
drew from formal connection with 
the case earlier ‘in the week. filed 
the petition for a stay of execution 
with the Governor's secretary. 

The petition to the Governor fol- 
lows: 

“To the Governor in Council of 
the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts: 

“Respectfully represent Nicola 
Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti that 
that they have filed a motion for a 
new trial in the Superior Court at 
the County of Norfolk, and have 
also filed a petition for habeas cor- 
pus In the Superior Court in the 
County of Suffolk, and that ft is 
theiy intention to cause the said 
motion and the said petition to be 
heard as soon as they can obtain 
hearing upon the same, and in the 
event of their failure to obtain re- 
lief thereby in the courts of the 
Commonwealth, to prosecute their 
case before the United States courts 
with all possible diligenre, and that 
it will be impossible, with 
the exercise of utmost digence. 
to obtain a hearing and decision of 
the said cause before the time set 
for their execution, namely. 
Wednesday, Aug. 10. 

“Wherefore, they respectfully 
Pray a stay «f execution may be 
ordered for a reasonable time in 
order to enable them to prosecte 
the legal proceedings above 4e- 
scribed,

BALTIMORE MAYOR’S HOME 
DAMAGED BY DYNAMITERS 


Bomb Under Back Porch Routs Mrs. William 


F. Broening, Daughter and Son — Sacco- 
Vanzetti Sympathizers Blamed.

BALTIMORE, Md., Aug. 6.—The 
home of Mayor Willlam F. Broen- 
ing of Baltimore was damaged by 
a bomb at 6:00 o'clock this morn- 
ing. The explosion terrified the 
Mayor's wife and two children, set 
fire to the house and rocked the 
exclusive I’orest Park section in the 
northwestern part of the city. The 
Mayor was not home, being’ en 
route to St. Louis and police were 
unable to assign any motive for the 
dynamiting. 

George G. Henry, Chief Police 
Inspector, refused to express an 
opinion as to the motive. In other 
quarters, however, the - outrage, 
taken in connection with the bomb 
explosions in New York and Phila- 
delphia last night, was laid to Sac- 
co and Vanzetti sympathizers. 

The explosion came after an 
exciting night for the Mayor's 
wife, Mrs. J. Marie Broening, and 
her daughter and gon. At 2. a. m. 
they were awakened by the bark- 
ing of a neighbor’s dog. They 
listened and believed they heard 
someone prowling around the 
house. The son, William F. Broen- 
ing Jr., 21 years old, telephoned to 
police and three officers arrived. 
After an inspection of the premises 
the officers said there was no one 
about. 

Mrs. Broening returned to her 
bed in a front room which her 
daughter, Ethel, 19, also occupies. 
The son went to his room in the 


| sion. The Broenings ran to the 
front lawn, then to the rear. The 
back porch was in flames. 

The bomb shook every house in 
the neighborhood, shattering the 
windows of many, and within a 
few seconds the residents were 
running to the strect. A neighbor 
sounded the fire alarm while an- 
other took the Broenings into his 
home. 

The blaze was extinguished but 
firemen found the explosion had 
cracked the back walls. 

Police are sure the bomb was 
placed beneath the porch at 2 
o’clock when the family waa first 
awakened. 

Mayor Broening is serving his 
second term. He is a Republican 
and popular with all classes, often 
referred to as “Billy the Mixer’ 
because of his friendliness. 

Five hours after the explosion, 
Inspector Henry ordered guards to 
protect all public buildings. He 
also directed additional policemen 
to attend two public protest mect- 
ings to be held by Sacco-Vanzetti 
sympathizers. 

Guards also were placed around 
the executive mansion of Gov. Al- 
bert C. Ritchie at Annapolis, Md., 
police there said.-

NEW YORK, Aug. 6.—Bombs 


that wrecked two subway stations 
last night, injuring 18 persons, con- 
sisted of about 35 sticks of dyna- 
mite each and weighed about 15 
pounds apiece, in the opinion of 
the police, who today sifted every 
bit of debris left by the explosions. 

Police announced late today that 
they had come to the conclusion 
that the bombing had no connec- 
tion with the Sacco-Vanzetti case 
and had been done in revenge for 
a fancied grievarice during the re- 
cent labor troubles on the subway.

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ANTESALOON HEAD 
IN INDIANA GETS 
60 DAYS IN JAIL 


The Rev. E. S. “Shumaker 
Fined $250 Also for Con- 
tempt of State Supreme 
Court. 


By the Associated Press. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. Aug. 6.— 


The Rev. E. S. Shumaker, super- 
intendent of the Indiana Anti-Sa- 
loon League, today was fined $°50 
and was sentenced to 60 days in 
the Indiana State Farm, for con- 


tempt of the Supreme Court, 

No action was taken in the case 
of Jesse Martin, attorney for the 
league, who was also found guilty 
ef contempt. He was repored to 
be in Cleveland. 

Ethan A. Miles, unother employe 
of the league, was found not guilty. 

Arthur L. Gilliom, Attorney-Gen- 
eral, had demanded the punish- 
ment of these men for contempt 
because of derogatory statements 
about the Supreme Court in Shu- 
maker’s 1925 report. The court 
submitted the case to a group of 
six attorneys, who decided 6 to 1 
that the Anti-Saloon League lead- 
er was guilty of contempt. Mar- 
tin’s offense was that he ordered 
the publication of the report. 

The decision was written by 
Judge David A. Myers. Two other 
judges concurred in the decision 
and two, dissented. 

Attack on Supreme COourt. 

In his report, Shumaker charged 
Gilliom’s office with inefficiency in 
handling appeals to the Supreme 
Court from liquor law violations. 
Shumaker is quoted as saying “a 
majority of the Supreme Court is 
at least liberal itn its sentiment. 
One of its members, Mr. Willough- 
by. (Benjamin M. Willoughby of 
Vincennes, who concurred in yes- 
terday’s decision). is said to be 
bitterly hostile to prohibition, and 
if he had it in his power would 
wipe out all prohibition laws from 
the statutes.

‘Severe Earthquake in Japan; 
No Casualties Reported 


Houses Collapse in Fukushima and Sendai — 
Rail and Wire Services Are Interrupted— 
Tokio Feels Shock. 


LONDON, Aug. 6-—An_  earth- 
quake, said to have been the most 
severe felt in the region in 30 
years, shook the northeastern part 
of Japan early today, say dis- 
patches from Tokio. 

Railway and telegraph service 
were interrupted and a number of 
houses collapsed at Fukushima and 


Sendai. Some cases of injury are 
reported, but no serious casualties 


or heavy damage. 


The shock was felt at Tokio and 
Yokohama. 


Seismographs at Georgetown 
University, Washington, recorded 
“very severe” earth shocks begin- 
ning at 4:26 and lasting for more 
than an hour, yesterday afternoon. 
Father Tondorf, seismologist, esti- 
mated the distance of the quake’s 
center at about 6300 miles from 
Washington. This probably was 
the Japanese earthquake as Japa- 
nese time is about 14 hours ehead 
of Eastern standard time. When 
it is 4:30 p. m. at Washington it is 
6:30 o'clock the next morning in 


Japan.

EXPECTS TO HUNT 
NEW JOB IN 1929 


Nevertheless, ble Refuses 
to Amplify Directly, 
Statement He Does Not 
Choose to Run in 1928.

RAPID CITY, S. D., Aug. 6.— 
Newspaper correspondents at their 
first mceting with President Cool- 
idge since his announcement Tues- 
day that he did not choose to run 
again in 1928, were unable to ob- 
tain any interpretation of his 
words. Numerous questions were 
placed before him in writing ask- 
ing him about his announcement, 
but all were disposed of with the 
declaration that he had nothing to 
add to the statement. 

It was suggested that the Presi- 
dent would need to be looking 
around for something to do after 
March 4, 1929, and Mr. Coolidge 
emphasized that this was so. He 
let it be known that work had 
never found any difficulty in com- 
ing his way and he believed it 
likely to continue to find him easi- 
ly after he left the White House. 


Won’t Renew Arms Policy. 

Later in the conference a discus- 
sion arose about the convening of 
another naval disarmament confer- 
ence in 1928 and the newspaper- 
men were reminded that Mr. Cool- 
idge would be out of! office on 
March 4 of that year and, there- 
fore, he did-not consider he could 
be involved in such a conference. 

However, the President has at 
present no plans for calling an- 
other naval armament conference, 
it was pointed out that such a mat- 
ter must necessarily be regarded 
as an open question. It was said 
that some circumstance not now 
foreseen, could arise which might 
make another conference advis- 
able, but at the present no such 
circumstance exists, 

In spite of the failure of the 
Geneva conference, Mr. Coolidge 
believes the cordial understanding 
and good relations between the 
United States, Great Britain and 
Japan, will regain unimpaired. 
The mere fact that no agreement 
could be reached seems to him no 
reason to expect any disturbance 
of the peace of the werld. 

Silence as to Dawes. 

It was pointed out that the 
United States would demonstrate 
its good will toward Great Britain 
as early as next Sunday when Sec- 
retary Kellogg will speak at Buf- 
falo, N. Y., at the dedication of a 
peace bridge between Canada and 
this country. The President ex- 
pects Kellogg to reflect the senti- 
ments of the Washington Govern- 
ment in his address and therefore 
will not send any separate com- 
munication for the event. 

The name of Vice President 
Dawes was not mentioned yester- 
day but it had been in the past by 
the President in connection with 
the Buffalo meeting. It was re- 
called that although Dawes was in 
this section of the country recent- 
ly—in Colorado and New Mexico 
on a fishing trip—he did not visit 
the President as have other Gov- 
ernment leaders traveling in the 
West. 

President Quoted. 

O. H. P. Shelley, former na- 
tional committeeman for Montana, 
says the President believes he will 
have served long enough by March, 
1929. Mr. Coolidge told him there 
were plenty of good men in the 
United States to take his place, 
Shelley said after calling on the 
President in company with Frank 
Hazelbaker, present committeeman. 
Shelley told the President Mon- 
tana regretted his announcement 
that he would not run and hoped 
he would reconsider. 

“This is not a one-man coun- 
try,” Shelley quoted the President 
as saying. “There are plenty of 
good men in the United States. 
Ten years is a mighty long time 
for one man to serve as President.” 

Hears Complaint of Oil Leases. 

One of the President’s callers, 
Fred W. Sargent, presdent of the 
Chicago & Northwestern railroad, 
expressed the view that business 
would offer a reaction if Mr. Cool- 
idge were not renominated and re- 
elected. Sargent declared the crop 
outlook was the best in years. 

Mr. Coolidge went into the farm- 
ing situation later at a luncheon 
conference with Frank W. Evans, 
counsel of the American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation. 

A group of Oklahoma Quapaw 
Indians and their attorneys were 
received by the President.

There will be no 
constituted means of reviewing this new 
evidence, or apparent evidence, and 
nothing to counteract its effect on the 
public mind. The resultant feeling, crys- 
tallizing into a resolve that it must never 
happen again, might bring the abolition 
of capital punishment in many atates. 
Conceivably a constitutional amendment 
might be adopted, outlawing it in all the 
states. ; 

Objections to Capital punishment, on 
humanistic grounds, have been familiar 
for a century and a half. The British 
laureate Wordsworth sought to uphold 
the death penalty in sonnets which are 
remembered only through the indignant 
reply made to them by the American 
poet, James Russell Lowell. Today, 
though the extreme penalty is less fre- 
quently inflicted than in former times, 
moat states clect to keep [t in reserve for 
emergencies, and some have even 
widened its scope to include, as in Mis- 
souri, the crimes of carnal assault and 
train robbery. It will take a mighty 
force to overturn the institution of cap- 
ital punishment, but the sentiments and 
passions which have gone into the Mas- 
eachusetts cause celebre may become a 
mighty force. H.

WILL IT END THE COAL STRIKE? 

In an effort to settle the coal strike Gov. Donahey 
of Ohio has called a conference at Columbus for Aug. 
15. The public will be represented by the Governors 
of several states, the operators will send delegatee 
and John L,. Lewis.will be present in behalf.of the 
mine workers. 

In accepting the invitation Mr. Lewis concluded 
with this assurance: “We do so without qualifica- 
tion, commitment or prejudice.” There may be sig- 
nificance in that statement. Thus far the operators 
and miners have been unable even to enter upon ne- 
gotiations. Mr. Lewis has uncompromisingly insisted 
on the Jacksonville agreement, the terms of which as 
regards the wage scale, he has contended, are im- 
mutable. The operators just as uncompromisingly 
‘declare that the Jacksonville agreement is impossible. 
They say they cannot pay such wages and survive in 
competition with the lower wages of the nonunion 
fields, which have already put many union mines out 
of business and have invaded the markets of the 
union mines, in some of which they are now firmly 
intrenched., 

Before peace can come to the coal mines, apparent- 
ly, either the operators or the mine workers must 
recede from their present position.

Fuller in the Sacco-Vanzetti 
case is a decision reinforced by 
compelling statement of fact and 
concurred in by the Advisory Com- 
mittee—at once a vindication of 
the judicial agencies of the Com- 
monwealth and a belated, but ef- 
fective answer to the domestic 
trouble-makers and foreign agita- 
tors who imagined that Massachus- 
etts could be frightened into aban.

| executive of the State of Massachu- 


setts ever undertook before, Gov.

The Governor has performed a 
conscien- 
tiously and at a sacrifice of time 
and comfort. He deserves the 
highest praise for his willingness to 
leave no stone unturned that might 
convince him that an injustice had 
been done. Of the sincerity of his 
decision, there can be no question. 

The Post has held and said from 
the beginning of the Governor's 
connection with this case, that 
whatever determination he and his 
committee made of it would be ac- 
cepted by the overwhelming major- 
ity of the people of Massachusetts.
